We have programs in each of these six 
areas as outlined by the ARRL. We're stronger in some 
areas than others, but we're making some new efforts 
to balance these out. 


1. New Ham Development and Training: Develop an 
effective, coordinated program of public relations, 
recruiting, training and ongoing assistance targeted to 
prospective hams in your community to foster needed 
growth in Amateur Radio. 

* ‘The PPRAA conducts classes at least once a year. 
Frank McNally KFOWF, our main instructor, gets help 
from other amateurs. Linda Hedges KBORKW is the 
point of contact for technical education, Every other 
month the PPRAA also conducts VE testing. The 
PPRAA web site is host to the web page of the 
independent Elmer Net. Credit for that net goes to 
Roger KBORLF and Ginger NOUOD who have been 
a great help for getting information to new and 
prospective amateurs. 


2. Public Relations: Establish an effective Amateur 
Radio presence in your community, including contact 
with local media and coverage of your activities; 
Public Information Officer appointment. 

* Aaron KD6FLM is bringing the library exhibit back, 
tentatively scheduled for October 3, 1998 at the East 
Library. Come see what amateur radio in Colorado 
Springs is all about. Ron NK@P, our publicity 
chairman, makes sure the word gets out to the public

* We encourage our members to be skilled in 
communicating effectively and to participate in public 
service events, Emergency communications is one of 
our stated purposes in our articles of incorporation.

AMSAT, antenna construction, lightning and kit 
building are examples. Other club activities inherently 
encourage members to develop technical skills, like fox 
hunting, Field Day, or the recent kit building projects. 
Bob Armstrong AE@B is the Colorado Section 
Technical Coordinator. Bob coordinates the activities 
‘of one or more Technical Specialists, who can help 
with local technical problems such as antenna 
problems, grounding or lightning, to name a few. 


5. Operating Activities: Active participation as a club 
in one or more major operating or operating support 
activities to ensure that your club maintains a high 
level of operating ski
